That grinning matches were an ac¬ 
cepted form of sport In early English 
day* Is shown by an advertisement an 
Doom ing a gold ring to be grinned for 
by men on Oct. U at the Hwan. ("olesblll 
beatb. In Warwickshire. which appear¬ 
ed In the Post-Boy of Hept. 11 and 17. 
1711, supplemented by the suggestion 
Hat all the country fellows within ten 
tulles of the 8wun should grin an hour 
or two in their glasses every DMguing 
In order to qualify themselves for this 
extraordinary competition.

ly bestowed the ring ou a cobbler, who 
"produced several new grins of bis own 
Invention, having been used to cut 
Incas for many years together over his 
last."
